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Report of the State Library Board. 



To the Honorable A. J. Montague, 

Governor of Virginia, 
Sir: 

In accordance with the requirements of the Statute, the following report 
of the Library Board, showing the receipts and expenditures for the period 
ending October 31, 1906,* and all other matters in relation thereto that the 
said Board may deem expedient for the information of the General Assembly, 
is respectfully submitted: 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

On October 1, 1904, as shown by the last report of the Librarian, there 
was on hand a balance to the credit of the Library Fund of $886.75. The 
receipts for the year ending October 31, 1905,* including the balance of 
$886.75, amounts to $7,277.58, and is set out in detail in the statement of Re- 
ceipts and Expenditures of the State Librarian. 

The expenditures for the year ending October 31, 1905, amounted to 
$5,855.26, the same being set out in detail In the above mentioned statement, 
of Receipts and Expenditures, in the report of the State Librarian. 

MANUSCRIPTS. 

During the past year especial attention has been paid to the Manuscripts 
in which the Library is unusually rich, and the room in the Library Building 
formerly occupied by the Library of the Supreme Court of Appeals has been 
set apart and utilized by the Board as a Manuscript Room. Every bound 
volume of manuscript material has been catalogued, and the Librarian in 
his detailed report, is expected to fully describe this material. The next 
important work in this connection will be the classification, cataloguing and 
filing of the loose manuscripts, which the Librarian estimates at 250,000 
pieces. Efforts have been made and are being made by the Library author- 
ities to locate, and where possible to acquire Important manuscripts in many 
sections of the State, and an account of the progress in this direction is 
expected to be made by the Librarian in his report. The Board considers 
the advancement made by the Library in the means of utilizing its manu- 
scripts a subject worthy of special notice.

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CATALOGUING, CARD INDEXING, ETC. 

Six thousand cards have been added to the main catalogue during the 
past twelve months, and in addition to this the reading-room collection of 
twenty-five hundred books has been entirely classified and nearly catalogued 
in dictionary catalogue form. This represents three thousand cards and the 
work was done under the direct supervision of the Librarian. All govern- 
ment documents have been arranged and numbered, and the United States 
Government has presented to the Library eighteen hundred volumes of gov- 
ernment publications, so that the Library collection of government docu- 
ments now contains a very large percentage of these publications. 

ACCESSIONS. 

There have been added to the Library during the last twelve months 
eleven hundred and seventy-six titles with a total of two thousand, nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one books. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

There are now thirty traveling libraries operating in Virginia under the 
auspices of the State Library. Nine of these are special collections made up 
and loaned to literary clubs and societies. Loans of this kind are not in a 
true sense traveling libraries, but are more properly special loans. The 
twenty-one libraries consist of fifty volumes each, making a total of a 
thousand and fifty volumes now circulating in various counties of the Com- 
monwealth, which have been presented by friends of education without cost 
to the State. By the courtesy of the railroad and steamboat companies in 
Virginia, under an arrangement effected by the Librarian, these traveling 
libraries are transported free to and from their destinations. The great 
demand throughout the State for libraries of this character precludes any 
possibility of the wishes of the people being carried into effect until an 
appropriation for traveling libraries is made. Three hundred libraries of this 
class should be purchased as soon as practicable, and three stations estab- 
lished in each county. When this is done, the State Library will fulfill in 
part its mission to the people of the State. 

Traveling libraries lead rapidly to the establishment of Public Libraries, 
and as failure has never attended the project in any other State in this 
Union, it is readily recognized that the benefits accruing from a system of 
this kind will enable Virginians to enjoy an equal measure of the oppor- 
tunities extended to citizens of other States through the traveling library 
method. It is, therefore, urged that immediate action be taken by the 
Assembly in this matter, and an appropriation suitable, not only for the pur- 
chase of books, but for the maintenance of the traveling library system in all 
of its various branches, be made at once. The debt a Library owes to Its 
constituents is never paid, and too much cannot be done, by this Institution 
as a factor, in the great educational movement now stirring Virginia and its 
people. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CIRCULATION. 

In this department, which is an adjunct to the reading room, about 
thirty-five hundred books have been served during the past year as compared 
with some twenty-eight hundred during the year preceding. 

READING-ROOM. 

The Librarian estimates the attendance of readers in the reading-room 
at forty thousand, which is more than double the number attending during 
the preceding year. 

DONATIONS. 

Many individual donations have been made to the Library, which will 
be dealt with by the Librarian in his annual report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS BY LIBRARIAN. 

The Librarian desires this report to note the painting of the Book Stack 
and of the Manuscript Division through the intervention of your Excellency. 
He has also a number of recommendations for the enlargement of the 
facilities of the Library, and for its care, which are expected to be set forth 
in detail in his annual report. 

In conclusion the Board invites the personal visitation and inspection of 
the Library by your Excellency and the General Assembly.

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Report of the State Librarian. 



Richmond Va., November, 1905. 
To the State Library Board of Virginia: 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to make the following report as Librarian of the Vir- 
ginia State Library, for the year ended October 31, 1905. 

In the administration of our Library affairs during the past year, I wish 
to direct your attention to the able assistance rendered by my associates. 
In matters where judgment and self denial were essential, where a success of 
project depended upon close study after the labors of the day had ended, 
each sought to advance the interest of the State by exercising their undi- 
vided attention and energy. This action upon the part of all is respectfully 
submitted as worthy of your approval and commendation. 

In carrying into effect the policy of this Institution since reporting to 
your Board last, it is gratifying to note the progreiss made in directions that 
seemed impracticable at times for the want of clerical aid and funds. I 
refer particularly to the Traveling Libraries section and the Department of 
Archives and History. With the expenditure of a small amount of money on 
the part of the State, these departments have been successfully inaugurated, 
and as evidence of the necessity for the continuation in each instance of the 
work, now well under way, it is important that the scope of each be clearly 
defined. In doing this it is my purpose not only to show the progress made, 
but represent the possibilities arising from the application of such principles 
as are applied in Virginia. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

The question of supplying good library facilities to rural districts has 
always been one of great moment to students of Library science. As early as 
1820 attempts were made in Virginia to circulate books, but the project 
failed for the need of a systematic method of proceedure. Fifteen 
years later New York attempted to perfect a general State system, 
going so far as to establfsh libraries in District Schools. In this instance the 
selection proved to be unwise, and the plan was later abandoned. These 
embryonic examples, however, deevloped the forceful argument of the far- 
mer, that library facilities could be nourished in rural communities, if a true 
appreciation of the needs of the rural resident were carefully and judiciously 
considered. Appeals were therefore continued from time to time, yet with 
little success until 1893, when the New York State Library successfully oper- 
ated a traveling library plan, which has resulted in marked progress and 
confirmation of the policy and judgment governing that Institution. 
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The plan as now perfected and operated is exceedingly simple 
and effective. As applied in Virginia its opportunities are probably 
greater than in many states, since libraries are not ony free to all localities, 
but are transported from one station to another without cost. This interest 
in civic progress displayed by every steamboat and railroad company in the 
Commonwealth, is an initial step in Traveling Library advance, and is most 
commendable. 

In order to thoroughly understand the Traveling Library system of 
popular education, it is first necessary to view its simplicity. A Traveling 
Library usually contains fifty volumes of assorted literature, selected as near 
as possible in conformity with the needs of its readers. It is an itinerant 
collection of books and pamphlets, serving nowhere permanently, and main- 
taining its distinct identity and purpose; it constitutes in part a unit of 
education, originated to meet the demands of people living in zones affording 
no literary advantages, and i?i following the path of other migratory agents, 
its office is to revitalize, through individuality, the interest in books stimula- 
ted by its predecessors. The system everywhere adopted to circulate this 
class of libraries, and bring the people in touch with the benefits thereof, is 
equally simple. Eiach collection is numbered, and the individual work in 
every library is a matter of separate record. Placing Library No. 1 at 
Station A, permitting it to remain at that point for an indefinite period, dur- 
ing which time Library No. 2 is working at Station B, [as are all others 
throughout the State being operated] the use of each gradually lessening as 
the books are read, a change necessitated by impaired benefit takes place, 
A succeeding B, which in turn occupies the field vacated by C, while Z is 
ordered to A, all in this manner finding temporary fields of usefulness. Five 
thousand books circulating in this way will give each County a library, and 
basing the calculation on the records of other states, fifty thousand times the 
period required to read the ordinary book will be consumed each year in 
mental culture. In order that the State may be protected against loss, ten 
tax payers in each community enjoying library advantages, pledge them- 
selves to indemnify the Commonwealth for any injury the books may suffer 
not arising from actual wear while in their custody. This body of citizens 
constitute the Library Board, and it is their duty to elect a Librarian, see 
thaf his work is well done, and to exercise the most important duty of all, 
that of bringing the people of their respective communities in touch with the 
books entrusted to them for circulation. When this service has been ren- 
dered, the local Librarians are expected to increiise the usefulness of the 
libraries. To them is given the responsibility and privilege of raising the 
standard of literary culture in the community, and of leading the readers of 
the books to select the best the library may contain. A word dropped in 
favor of a book of history, travel or biography, will often turn the attention 
of a borrower from an excessive use of fiction to books of permanent value, 
thus carrying out the intention of the State, viz., that these libraries should 
be for instruction and education and not for amusement alone. 

Above all other considerations should be placed that of encouraging in 
every way the reading of books that tend to stimulate the mind. This is the 
key to natural success, and in it rests the ambition of the State to perfect 
the merit of its citizenship. Herschel declared: "Were I to pray for a taste 
which should stand me in stead under every variety of circumstances, and be 
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a source of happiness and cheerfulness to me through life, and a shield 
against its ills, it would he a taste for reading." "Give a man this taste, and 
the means of gratifying it, and you place him in contact with the best society 
in every period of history. You make him a denizen of all nations and a con- 
temporary of all ages." In Virginia the libraries and other educational 
institutions, and charities arising from the liberality of philanthropists, have 
a tendency to follow byways leading to cities. Unfortunately this is true 
throughout the land. It is a condition that has existed for years and has 
been materially advanced by general and state taxation. But now the 
traveling library, fostered by the Commonwealth is sending aid to the 
doors of scattered farmers. At present seventy per cent of the population of our 
cities have access to libraries of some kind while a conservative estimate 
places the benefits of this kind that are afforded rural communities at less 
than one per cent. An extension of our educational system to include libra- 
ries for farmers as free as those for townspeople is, therefore, demanded by 
every consideration of sound public policy. National preservation and pa- 
triotism demands for the masses a fuller education — in order that they may 
meet political, social and industrial conditions, that are from time to time 
becoming more complex. To the farmer the movements of the world must 
come by reading, and unhampered by social distractions, what he reads be- 
comes general family discussion. For this reason, if for no other, it is 
imperative that so great an opportunity to instruct mankind be exercised, 
and the education of the individual, ^whether thorough and expensive, or 
largely received in early life, should enjoy every advantage possible in 
order to carry on a life-long education. 

The solution of these all absorbing questions largely rests in the Travel- 
ing Library. Dominating many interests of the rural resident, it solves in 
part the problem of equal educational rights, making practicable through the 
application of business principles that feature of equality which has so long 
baffled all attempts to fathom. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES FOR SCHOOLS. 

I 
As auxiliaries to the fundamental purpose of the Traveling Library, the 
School Library, permitting of a general service, and the privilege of every 
child attending school to make requisition for books, should be inaugurated. 
Every High School in the State of Virginia should have a permanent 
reference library made up of books essential to the progress of the students 
attending such schools, to be used as works of reference and Courts of final 
resort These collections should contain dictionaries, encyclopedias, both 
historical and biographical, compendiums of statistics, briefs for debate, 
complete files of book catalogues and cross reference aids, such as finding 
lists to periodicals, etc., standard authorites on the dominant questions of 
history, both developed and in the process of making, and such other author- 
ities upon rhetoric, mathematics, belles lettres. the sciences and arts as are 
considered requisities attending a High School education. These collections 
should be purchased outright by the State and considered as assets of Its 
educational system. As such they should be under the direct supervision of 
the Department of Public Instruction, whose duty it would be to require 
Principals of said High Schools to report annually thereon, making such 
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recommendations for purchases as they deem essential to the progress of 
the student. 

With this class of excellent libraries scattered among the Hi^h Schools 
of Virginia should be associated Traveling Libraries for children. These 
collections consisting of history, fiction, biography, the sciences, poetry, 
belles lettres, useful arts and domestic science, should go to each school 
designated by the Superintendent of Public Instruction at the beginning of 
each school year, there to remain for a period of ninety days, when the pro- 
cess of exchange would take place and a new collection be forwarded to each 
station. In this way the same collection would not be shipped the second 
time to a given point, unless by special request, and the five thousand books 
necessary to place this feature of the Traveling Library system in operation, 
would furnish new reading material for an indefinite period to one hundred 
schools without replenishing collections. The great advantage this system has 
over, the system adopted in some states — that of placing a permanent collec- 
tion in each school of prominence, is that duplication can be avoided. This 
feature in itself is of marked importance, especially as considered from a 
financial and progressive standpoint The purchase of one hundred copies or 
more of a book, unless the nature of the work is decidedly of a reference 
character, means that in furnishing one hundred opportunities to read the 
same work, the scholar is denied the privilege of examining one hundred 
different titles, which could be purchased for the same amount of money. In 
commenting upon the old system of school libraries, which has been tried 
and proven to be faulty, A. R. Spofford, in his "Book for all Readers," pro- 
nounces the plan an "evanescent dream." The Traveling Library for Children 
therefore, operated by the State during the school period, is the logical 
library to be placed in operation in this Commonwealth. With a shorter 
school term than in many States of the Union, a permanent library in each 
school would be idle at least four months in the year, with no one to look 
after it, rebind the books, replenish the collection, etc., or in fact consider 
the necessities of administration attending such collection during this 
period. 

Melvil Dewey, New York State Librarian, in his "Review of Legislation," 
1901, page 118, referring to the management of school libraries, says "Wher- 
ever the school authorities have charge of libraries, with exceptions only 
frequent enough to prove the rule, the library is crowded into a subordinate 
position. All experience and observation confirm what might be expected, 
that the best results can be obtained only when libraries are in charge of 
their own trustees, whose supreme interest is in the library. School trustees 
properly look on the school as the all important thing, and the library is a 
more or less valuable adjunct, and as a result it is kept or forced into a 
subordinate position which stifles its proper development." This has been 
the deduction of library statisticians, and it cannot be reasonable to expect 
that in Virginia the conditions will be so materially changed, that after a 
reasonable period it will be found that we have accomplished that which 
other states have considered and in a certain degree condemned. 

The placing of a collection of books at a given point in a given County, 
and a duplication of that collection at another point in the same County, or 
adjacent thereto, can only be a success permanently, when the library is un- 
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der- the direct supervision and control of interested persons. There must 
be an interest that is not confined to the arrival of the books and the plac- 
ing of them upon the shelves. Much thought and energy is necessary to 
revitalize the collection from time to time, by the purchase o* new books 
after the usefulness of the old collection has become impaired, look after 
the binding, classification, cataloguing, etc., features that are indelibly 
stamped upon the successful administration and care of booxs in numbers 
wherever found. 

In reflecting upon the school library when originated in duplicate form, 
such as some systems in operation prescribe, it is very evident that a whole- 
some lack of co-operation is the natural result. Libraries alike in every re- 
spect are of no assistance to one another, and even though the interests 
of the school libraries in a whole county should be at some future time be 
consolidated, the only result possible would be an increase in numbers 
rather than efficiency. Consolidation of Traveling Libraries in a given 
county into one public institution, would have an entirely different effect 
from the standpoint of usefulness and value. Traveling Libraries logically 
result in the establishment of permanent ones, and the appearance from 
time to time, of new collections at a given point, is unquestionably more 
stimulating to advancement along this line than any other system for the 
building of permanent libraries that could be devised. As Illustrations of 
the determination upon the part of various states in the Union to mould 
legislation after advanced rather than decadent ideas, attention is directed 
to the distinct liberality of views outlining recent library laws. 

New York State has authorized consolidation of various libraries. Penn- 
sylvania allows cities, school districts and library associations to co-operate 
in building and maintaining public libraries. Wisconsin authorizes appro- 
priations for libraries outside the municipality, and Maine distinctly offers 
to add ten per cent, to any appropriation made for the use of libraries in 
adjoining towns. 

A study of these laws indicates very clearly that while the purpose 
of each State is to appropriate every dollar that is necessary to perfect their 
respective purposes, it is also evident that their calculations are based 
upon the principle of good investment, thereby insuring the greatest amount 
of benefit possible to be received from liberal yet thoughtful legislation. The 
trend is clearly in the direction of getting the best reading for the largeist 
number at the least cost, and experience shows that that can be accomplished 
satisfactorily only by supervisory organization, which properly centers in 
the State library, in charge of a Board or Commission. 

It is, therefore, respectfully submitted that as a distinct feature of the 
Traveling Library system, school libraries should be created. The mould- 
ing of character largely rests in example, and good reading is unquestionably 
one of the leading methods of attaining this object. Libraries of this kind, 
operated during the school months and exchanged at Intervals for new col- 
lections, would not only stimulate the care of books during the school year, 
but would result in a growing tendency among the children to read many 
interesting narratives, which children living in cities are not only taught to 
enjoy but use as examples in after life. 
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FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 

The establishment of Free Public Libraries to be used in connection 
with our system of public schools is urged. In nearly every State in the 
Union laws encouraging libraries of this kind are in operation. 

Various plans have been discussed from time to time, as to the best 
system of administration of libraries of this character and have resulted, 
First, in the formation of libraries under the direction of a non-partisan board 
of Library Commissioners, who serve without salary, but may expend five 
hundred dollars annually for clerk hire, traveling and inciaental expenses; 
Second, each civic division of the State, as a School District, Town or 
County, is given power to levy taxes by a vote of its citizens for the es- 
tablishment and support of public libraries, either in connection with its 
public schools or separate from them; and, Third, a system of subsidies 
from the State to all free public libraries, no library to receive over three 
hundred dollars a year, and all grants to be made in books to the library. 

Legislation tending to create libraries of this class is essential to progress 
in this State. The library stands abreast with the school as an educational 
institution, and where its facilities are not extended to the student, higher 
educational ri^ts as enjoyed in other sections, are prohibited. In many 
towns, with a population ranging from two hundred and fifty to ten thousand, 
libraries are maintained as the foremost asset of the habitation, and the in- 
terest in educational advance in these localities is necessarily greater, and 
results more beneficial, than in sections existing under other conditions. It 
Is therefore of great moment to Virginia that legislation along this line be 
enacted. A proper amount of encouragement furnished by the State as evi- 
dence of the appreciation of interest displayed by any given locality would 
be heralded as a distinct advance worthy of special aid and interest. Where 
a town or community is willing to assess itself for any sum of money ranging 
from one hundred dollars to one thousand dollars, an equivolent sum set 
aside for investments of this kind by the State, should be turned over to the 
proper authorities having the project in hand. A law of this kind would 
unquestionably result in the establishment of libraries throughout the State, 
and the appropriation necessary to promote this general interest in educa- 
ton need not exceed one thousand dollars annually for at least ten years. A 
Board of Trustees of a single town or locality, reporting annually to the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, would reveal in a short time the wisdom 
of the law. Until an interest of this kind is taken in the individual demands 
on the part of educational centres, for State aid in support of local interests, 
such as is enjoyed elsewhere, little advance in public libraries will character- 
ize the educational movement in Virginia. As evidence of this interest as 
shown in other states, I deem it wise to call attention to certain laws in ef- 
fect that promote the growth of libraries. In Wisconsin a County Library 
Board consisting of five members is established, and the county may levy a 
tax of five hundred dollars a year, and two hundred dollars thereafter, and 
gifts may be accepted for such libraries, and a tax for maintainance levied 
up to fifteen per cent, of the gift. 

Wyoming authorizes county Library Trustees to pay expenses for re- 
pairing buildings furnished rent free for libraries. The County Clerks in 
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Oregon may levy a property tax for each child of four to twenty, to be used 
for library development, while South, Dakota appropriates ten cents per capita 
of school population from the school funds for libraries. In New Hampshire 
the establishment of public libraries in every town is mandatory. California 
has a similar law which makes it imperative for the town officials to establish 
a library when one-fourth of the voters approve it New Jersey, Idaho and 
New York go so far as to allow taxation for libraries to extend beyond the 
limit fixed for their use. Maine recognizes a free library maintained by 
an association as a public library, though such library may not be controlled 
by the public. In Minnesota cities and villages of less than fifty thousand 
population are allowed to receive gifts of library buildings, to secure sites, 
and pledge a tax of one to one and ' a half mills if necessary to carry 
the project into effect. 

From this will be seen the general scope of interest in libraries and 
library advance exhibited outside of our borders. The demanid throughout 
the North, East, Middle West, Northwest and Western States for progress of 
this kind has never met any serious opposition, and where a law based upon 
good principle and example was needed, it has seldom failed to be en- 
tered upon the statute books. 

It is, therefore, respectfully submitted in behalf of our local educational 
interests, that a law embodying the successful and dominant principles of 
the leading laws of other States be enacted, thus Insuring equal opportunity 
for reading to a free and equal people. 

TRAVELING PICTURES. 

The introduction of Traveling Pictures into the Traveling Library field 
is one of the most pleasing and instructive courses that can be extended to 
a community. Pictures have long since taken their place with books as 
educational factors, as have maps, charts and other agencies that depict in 
a clear way events and methods of operation. Service of this kind extended 
by the State to its constituents, and explained to them by a competent lec- 
turer, would not only benefit the schools enjoying such advantages, but would 
be exceedingly instructive to every one in the community. The discussion 
of topics of the day, in fact any subject which is taught in our public 
schools, aided by lantern slide illustrations, should become a part of our 
Traveling Library work. In New York this feature, has grown to such an 
extent that separate bulletins and circulars had to be issued in order to 
suffice the demands of the public. The service as operated there, had in 
1901, twelve hundred and fifty-five wall pictures, eleven thousand one hun- 
dred and ninety-six photographs, fourteen thousand four hundred and twenty- 
two lantern slides and eighteen lanterns in operation. The wall pictures 
were selected as topics for high school discussion, and embodied many sub- 
jects familiar to those enrolled as pupils in said schools. 

The installation of this movement in Virginia, would result in the cir- 
culation of pictures in various schools on various subjects as studies de- 
manded, and instruction given by teachers prepared for this work by the 
State Library would prove to be of inestimable aid to the old and young 
alike. Traveling Pictures therefore would be a worthy adjunct to our 
Traveling Library system, and a series of Illustrated lectures annually 
would greatly enhance the educational values invested in this Institution. 
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INTER-LIBRARY LOANS. 

As a distinct feature of the Traveling Library system now in operation 
in Virginia, the inter-library loan plan has been adopted. By this method 
of inter-communication, it is not only possible for any library in Virginia 
to secure from the State Library books needed for the use of students, but 
this Institution can be benefited by loans of this kind from any library of 
prominence in America or abroad. Hundreds of books have been circulated 
in this manner during the past twelve months, chiefly to the University and 
other educational Institutions. 

As an adjunct of this system, a plan for general State service permitting 
any citizen to make requisition for books when endorsed by a County or 
City Superintendent of Public Schools has also been inaugurated. The pur- 
pose in broadening this feature of library work to include any citizen Is 
in response to a general demand for aid of this kind. Students through- 
out the State cannot always find it convenient to visit Richmond or else- 
where in search of material needed by them to perfect their studies, and 
from the standpoint of good library administration they should not be com- 
pelled to do so. Many books have been circulated in this manner, the 
persons benefited defraying the expense of transportation both ways. The 
service of fiction through this channel is not permitted and it might be 
said that not a single application for literature of this kind has been made. 

SPECIAL TOPIC COLLECTIONS. 

Special collections, originated chiefly to meet the needs of literary so- 
cieties are in constant circulation. These collections consist of from five 
to fifty books each, and Include the best material procurable. The libraries 
thus loaned may be kept by the society or club for a period of four months, 
and the organization requesting the service is accepted as security. It is 
the purpose of this Library to encourage the use of Special Collections of 
this kind, thereby stimulating Interest in advanced reading and study. Not 
infrequently in Virginia ambitions along this line result in little more than 
desire, no books being available, and where libraries are found, in many 
instances they have proven too small to be of any service. As an adjunct 
therefore of the Traveling Library system this feature of book circulation 
is most beneficial. State aid in sustaining work of this kind, like that of 
other features of the Traveling Library has been widely commended. At 
various points collections of books bearing directly upon Virginia, have 
been temporarily placed with the result of increased demands and perma- 
nent organization of clubs, and it is reasonable to suppose that a continued 
advance along this line will be made from year to year, 
to year. 

BOOKS FOR THE BLIND. 

Circulation of books in New York Point, Braille, and other raised letter 
systems for the use of the blind has resulted In Increased demand for 
books of this kind. The collection purchased at the beginning of the year Is 
Insufiicient to meet the demands upon this Institution, as is evidenced by the 
fact that every book purchased at that time has been In circulation at some 
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time during the past twelve months. The great stimulant exercised by the 
United States Government in permitting books of this class to be sent through 
the mails free of postage, has proven to be one of the greatest blessings at- 
tending this feature of our work. It is now possible to mail at any point, any 
book for the blind in raised letter weighifig four pounds or less as often as 
is necessary, and it is hoped that the collection may be largely increased 
during the current year, in order to enable us to deal more successfully with 
this feature of our work. 

In reviewing the plans of the Traveling Library as outlined, it is readily 
seen that library privileges enjoyed in other sections are now possible in 
Virginia, and while it requires time and money to perfect the system, we 
have every reason to be proud of the progress made. Interest throughout 
the State is very marked, and it is most apparent that the history of the 
Traveling Library in Virginia, has developed into a representative demand for 
the promotion of this system of education, which accords equal privileges to 
the old and the young alike, with none of the restrictions incident to locality, 
class or position. 

Thirty Traveling Libraries and Special Collections are now operating in 
various sections of this State (see map), each Traveling Library being 
catalogued and equipped in the most modern manner for the duties prescribed 
by the system, including facilities for its management, record of work, etc. 
These libraries have all been furnished by friends of education, and as 
transportation over all lines in the State is free, the Traveling Library 
service to-day represents a saving to the State of two thousand dollars. In 
order that you may see the general interest expressed throughout the State 
in this feature of Library advance, your attention is respectfully directed to 
the following list of beneficiaries:

REPORT OF THE STATE LIBRARIAN 15 

Considering the merits of the Traveling Library System as indicated by 
;he service rendered in this State, and created under conditions arising wholly 
Trom philanthropic sources, the system is very clearly demonstrated to pos- 
less the greatest possible merit as an educational factor. Believing this re- 
sult to be the logical outgrowth of such principles as the Traveling Library 
expounds, the wisdom of your Board in undertaking the foundation of the 
work without an appropriation, gives rise to the belief that Traveling Libra- 
ries may become factors throughout the South, and that practical demonstra- 
tion of the merit and distinct usefulness of such libraries, can be 
had under conditions even less favorable then those under 
which they were first operated in Virginia. Determination to demonstrate 
the merit of the system is all that is required in any locality where intelli- 
gent people abound, and in so orignating libraries without financial aid, 
leaving the adoption or rejection of the system to the judgment of General 
Assemblies, Is in my judgment distinct civic reform. With this purpose in 
view, and now carried into effect, it is our duty to submit its merits to our 
next Assembly as at least worthy of careful and thoughtful consideration. 

The work as a whole I consider of the greatest importance to rural 
districts. One library of fifty volumes in each county will afford reading 
matter for five thousand people, and a collection remaining in a county three 
months, if each book is read but once, represents twenty thousand books in 
service annually. 

Aside from the consideration of the possibilities of the spread of this 
system of library extension, it is the duty of the State to offer every possi- 
ble educational advantage to its citizens. An investment in literature of 
over three hundred thousand dollars, such as this Library represents, without 
extending its resources to all sections of the Commonwealth, is at least 
an unequal condition and should be rectified at once. 

Three libraries should be in each County of the State, and not until 
three hundred colections are circulating will our citizens have the aid due 
them as constituents of our public policy. 

In the determination to see this branch of our work succeed, even though 
we shall be compelled to rely entirely upon resources which we dominate at 
present to carry our views into effect, I respectfully submit that a considera- 
tion of our ambition for the welfare of our beloved people be considered 
worthy of careful study and discussion.

In response to your inquiry of recent date regarding Traveling Libraries, 
I have to inform you that a Traveling Library consists of Fifty volumes of 
carefully selected literature, comprising History, Biography, Science, Belles 
Lettres, Poetry. Drama. Agriculture,* Medicine, Fiction, etc. A handsome oak 
book case with a minature cataloguing outfit accompanies each collection. 

In order to obtain a Library for your community it is necessary that the 
enclosed blanks be filled out and returned to this office. - 

Blank No. 1, must be signed by ten tax payers of your county, except 
when it is signed by ladies, who are not required to be tax payers. These 
tax payers constitute the Traveling Library Board and elect their own officers. 
President, Vice-President and Librarian; the last acts as Secretary to the 
Board. 

Blank No. 2, must be signed by the officers of the Board and by one or 
more persons who are "residents of the State of Virginia, owning real estate 
therein assessed for not less than $1,000, who endorse the application and 
agreement, and bind themselves and their heirs and assigns to protect the 
Virginia State Library against any loss that may occur through failure of 
the borrowers to make good their agreement, or otherwise, provided that the 
total responsibility shall not exceed $100.00." 

Blank No. 3, is to be signed by the Librarian and is self explanatory. 

These libraries are supplied entirely by private gifts, the Legislature 
having made no appropriation for this purpose, so that sometimes delay is 
occasioned in furnishing them as promptly as desired. 

The railroads carry them free of charge. 

Upon the receipt of the application papers described above, immediate 
attention will be given your request, and the first available library will be 
sent to your community.

You will add greatly to the efllciency and usefulness of the Traveling 
Library by complying with the following directions: 



♦Two or more names may be signed as indorsers. 
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1. When a library Is received compare the books with the catalogues; 
you will then be sure that no books are missing; repeat this comparison when 
the library is returned. 

2. Do not allow the buff card in the book pocket to be lost or injured; 
it is a record of the usage of the book and must be returned with it to the 
State Library. 

3. Watch the white cards carefully, and do not loan to a person who has 



lost a book until it shall have been returned. 

4. Keep the library case locked when you are not present and keep the 
key in youf own possession unless you have some one with whom you can 
divide the responsibility. , 

5. Each reader of the book and not the borrower alone is expected to 
sign the yellow card. Several members of the borrower's family may read 
the book. Their names should appear on the card. Request each reader of 
the book to write plainly his or her name on the yellow card. 

6. The white cards are the receipts given by the borrowers, to the libra- 
rian. They must be kept in the drawer accompanying the library, arranged 
alphabetically by the surnames of the borrowers, and a careful record made 
on them of each book taken by the individual named. When you return a 
library do not fail to return the white and buff cards and the cabinet. We 
cannot complete our records without them. 

7. It is earnestly requested that when a Traveling Library shall be 
returned to this department, it be accompanied by a report of the librarian, 
giving, so far as possible, a statement as to the satisfaction given by th« 
books, the opinion of readers regarding the merit of the library, and the 
influence which it may have exerted in the community. These statements 
will be embodied in the report of the State Librarian and presented to the 
Legislature.

The usefulness of a collection of books generally becomes impaired after 
three months service, but frequently collections are returned in less time.

In establishing Traveling Library stations the purpose of the State is 
to extend an opportunity to read to as many peraons as may desire this ser- 
vice. In order that this determination upon the part of the State may be 
carried into effect it is distinctly understood that all reputable citizens apply- 
ing for such privileges shall receive equal advantages, and it is the duty of 
the local librarian to carry this purpose into effect Where separate col- 
lections for the use of separate and distinct organizations are needed, the 
"inter-library" loan or Special Topic Collections are brought into requisition. 
The reading of these librraies may be confined exclusively to the uses of the 
organization applying, but where a Traveling Library station is established 
equality of interest in said collection is an equal and unalterable law. 

DEPARTMENT OF ARCHIVES AND HISTORY. 

Conditions in Virginia which arise from the dispersal of valuable manu- 
scripts by collectors whose sole interest lies in personal aggrandizement, are 
lamentable. It is doubtful whether in any other State in this Union the 
desecration of general and personal colections of rare papers has been so 
marked and destructive as here. Innumerable persons traffic in these papers, 
disposing of many valuable collections that lose their identity as distinct 
historical values the moment they become the property of collectors through- 
out the North and Middle West. This is largely due to the determination on 
the part of those who come into possession of such papers to dispose of them 
only when fabulous offers are made. With the purpose of securing as 
liiany collections as possible that still remain within the confines of the 
State, the Department of Archives and History has been inaugurated. 
This division of our Library was created under the act in effect March 
8th, 1904, Section 254, which reads as follows: 
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'*May from time to time acquire by gift^ pur- 
cha»e, exchange or loan, books, maps, portraits, relics and 
records pertaining to the liistory of the State and her citi- 
zens, to science and literature and law, and it shall edit 
or cause to be edited, arranged and published as the funds 
at its disposal may admit the State records now or here- 
after to be deposited in the Library." 
Under this act I have to report the progress made by this Department 
of our Institution after four months service as most encouraging. Many 
persons owning valuable collections have been apprised of the conditions 
whereby Virginia is robbed of historical data, and have been urged to place 
such papers as are in their custody with those that have already formed 
the nucleus of this Department. In response to this appeal assurances of 
co-operation have been received from all quarters of the State, and it is only 
a question of a short time until several valuable collections will be pre- 
sented and filed as permanent records in this office. 

Full catalogue entries for every volume of bound manuscripts and trans- 
scripts have been made and are appended as a part of this Report This feature 
which makes known to the historical world for the first time the treasures 
belonging to the State of Virginia, includes the chronological arrangement of 
the Journals of the House of Burgesses, Council of Virginia, period of the 
Interregnum, including Conventions, Journals of the House of Delegates, 
with Order, Minute and Attendance Books of that Body, Minute Books of 
the Senate of Virginia, Governors' Letter Books, Executive Minute Books, 
Army and Navy records, Accounts of the Auditors, records of the public 
store at Williamsburg, letter books of the Commercial Agents of Virginia, 
Virginia Council Dockets, Westham Foundry records, and in calendar form 
the Sainsbury, McDonald, DeJamette, Winder, Aspinwall, Board of Trade, 
Dinwiddle, Sparks and Eggleston transcripts. 

The Calendar of Transcripts was compiled under the direction of Dr. 
A. C. McLaughlin, Director of the Bureau of Historical Research of the 
Carnegie Institution, and by Mr. J. H. Russell and Mr. W. G. 
Leland, who were largely assisted In their duties by Mrs. Leland and 
Miss Pierce. By the courtesy of the Carnegie Institution we are enabled 
to present this epitomised record of these transcripts as a part of this Re- 
port, and too much credit cannot be given Dr. McLaughlin for the interest 
he has shown in our work, which under other circumstances we could 
not have accomplished this year. 

In order that the progress of this Department of Archives and His- 
tory be assured, and the records of the State and its citizens become per- 
manent deposits, it is necessary that additional legislation broadening in 
every way the law under which it was created be enacted. In doing this 
the act should be so framed as to convey fully its meaning to the citizens 
of the Commonwealth at large, and encouragement in the form of State rec- 
ognition of all gifts or loans be made. In carrying this law into effect, 
certificates of deposit issued In the name of the State by the Library Board, 
should be given as evidence of co-operatlon and Interest in the growth 
and permanent resting place of valuable Virginia papers. Each certificate 
should contain an entry of , every paper presented and as such the record 
should be so embellished as to warrant its preservation as a mark of dls- 
and honored service. In doing this the interest of the uplifting and 
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permanent stability of the public record office will be effected, and unless 
some action is taken immediately to counteract the unwholesome condi- 
tions arising from the sale of such records, future attempts to recover 
papers lost will be futile. It is, therefore, urged that this matter be given 
early and careful consideration and that such legislation as is essential 
to ultimate success and prominence the Division of Archives and His- 
tory be enacted during the present Assembly. 

BIBLIO(iBAPHY OF VIRGINIA. 

The greatest need of the student of Virginia history to-day Is a bibli- 
ography complete and descriptive of all books, pamphlets and magazine ar- 
ticles bearing upon our Commonwealth and its noted citizens. The literary 
accomplishments of Virginians, like those of other States, created a large 
and vigorous demand for a work of this kind. At least six thousand Vir- 
ginians have contributed in some manner or other to literature, and a com- 
plete list of their works through the various editions should be made before 
it is too late to undertake a task of this kind. In order to carry this pur- 
pose Into effect It would be necessary to secure the services of a skilled 
bibliographer, whose duty it would be to visit the leadine libraries of this 
Country and that of the British Museum, in order to secure as many titles 
as possible of either works of Virginians or books bearing directly upon 
some phase of Virginia history. To collect and arrange this material and 
put it in suitable form for publications would require at least three years. 

The great demand for a narrative and critical history of our Common- 
wealth will remain unsatlated until a work of this character has been com- 
pleted. It has long since been recognized by students of Virgina history, 
that to dwell at length and successfully upon any phase of our manners 
and customs, conditions or enactments, either historical or legislative, would 
require an endless amount of time, without the aid of such cross references 
as a bibliography would furnish. The creation of a work of this kind, 
therefore, is most important and should be undertaken at once. The vast 
resources of catalogued and well governed libraries of to-day make this 
task possible, and the duty of the State to its citizenship cannot be more 
clearly shown than in the creation of such work. 

COMPARATIVE LEGISLATION. 

'Under a recent ruling of the Capitol Commission, the Virginia State 
Library will be awarded sufficient space in the new capitol building for a 
collection of reference books bearing chiefly upon legislation. The main 
feature of the work in this branch of the State Library will be comparative 
legislation aid extended to the Assembly. By this principle of cross ref- 
erence It will be possible to locate the leading laws bearing on a given sub- 
ject enacted since 1890; a feature entirely new to Virginia. 

We are enabled to render this service through various books of refer- 
ence, and with the aid of the bulletins of Comparative Legislation issued by 
the University of New York. In inaugurating this feature of the work as 
outlined, it is possible to bring our Assembly in closer touch with the gen- 
eral legislation of the country, thereby enabling them to discuss all laws 
bearing upon proposed legislation in Virginia. This collection of books will

be increased in number and value from year to year, until the best service 
along this line that can be rendered will be enjoyed in this Commonwealth. 



DIVISION OF SERIALS. 

The study of the comparative illustration of the classes of books fur- 
nished readers for the year ended October 31st, 1905, reveals the fact that 
a larger number of periodicals were served during that period than any 
other class of literature in this Library. This condition is due solely to 
the lack of sufficient text books on every subject, and the inadequate capa- 
city of our reference collection as it stands to-day to meet the demands 
of students. Applications are made daily for treatises on various subjects 
that cannot be supplied in full text, and in the effort to produce something 
at least, bearing directly upon the various points in question, reference is 
made to periodical literature and such information as is contained therein 
furnished. This in some instances has proven satisfactory, yet in many 
cases does not suffice to meet the demands made by students for material 
enabling them to carry on a thorough and comprehensive study of a given 
subject. An equally strong illustration denoting the needs of the Library in 
the text book and other lines is indicated by the number of reference books 
served during the year just ended. Frequently students are compelled to 
content themselves with short biographical, historical and scientific notes 
which convey nothing more than the preliminary idea, leaving for study else- 
where the minute detailed accounts essential to them. This condition 
cannot long exist and the library prosper as an educational institution of 
the first calibre. Books treating of hundreds of subjects should be pur- 
chased at once, at the same time the periodical files which are incomplete 
should be brought down to date, and made to form a still greater duty than 
at present exercised in that Division of this Library. The value of a divi- 
sion of serials is one of the greatest factors in Library administration, the 
many valuable finding lisits of magazines, the monthly cumulations, etc., which 
shed light upon the whereabouts of short articles of every nature are of 
the greatest moment, and unfold this class of literature which lay dormant 
so long in the libraries of the world. Prom 1892 to the fall of 1903, leading 
periodicals of this and other kinds, with the exception of one or two, were 
not subscribed for by the State; this was the greatest possible mistake 
that could have been made, and as such has crippled this Institution beyond 
measure. In order to ameliorate this condition as much as possible, the 
agents for this Library are endeavoring to locate volumes requisite to com- 
plete the files now on deposit, and it would require at least three or four 
years and an expenditure of two thousand dollars to bring about this re- 
sult. 

A good book is the logical result of the careful study of a subject of 
great moment to a class, locality or universal need, and as such is treated 
in the fullest possible detail; a good article appearing as an integral part 
of a valuable serial contains abridgments in debatable form, enunciating 
clearly the distinct characteristic features of a study. Both are essentially 
important in their respective fields of labor, but one cannot suffice to meet 
the needs of the student of the other, and when made to do so the efficiency 
of the service rendered is in a degree curtailed.

It is, therefore, respectfully submitted that the Division of Serials re- 
ceive the greatest possible encouragement necessary to qualify it as a pro- 
gressive factor in the administration of this Library, thus insuring prompt 
and representative service equal in every respect to that of other States. 

VIRGINIA STATE BAB. 

Library interests are never carefully and judiciously administered when 
the interests of any class or profession are in any way neglected. Through- 
out the South little or no effort has been exerted to effect a system of library 
management that would meet alike the various demands of professions which 
characterize the solidity of our people. The student of literature is not 
alone the person who studies it from the generally accepted meaning of 
the term. He may be a student of history, general literature, the sciences, 
theology, law or any other single study such as frequently requires a life 
t^me to perfect. As such the rights of one in any single study are equal 
to those of another, and to neglect either in any manner shows a decided 
lack of appreciation of the needs arising from the practise of any life work. 

Throughout this Commonwealth the students and practitioners in law 
have fewer advantages all told whereby they may perfect themselves in 
their studies, than any other class of our society. This condition is charac- 
terised by forbearance on the part of the members of the Bar of this State. 
Year after year the needs for development along this line have been felt 
and for the want of facilities to promote legal interests or to find a pre- 
cedent, many questions have been settled in an unsatisfactory way. To pre- 
clude any possibility of dissatisfaction, or the appearance upon our statute 
books of laws constructed without precedent, for the "want of literature 
bearing upon any question, or the failure on the part of any lawyer for 
the want of proper references to present clearly the interests of his client, 
it is urged that a special department for the diffusion of legal references 
be established. In rendering this service to the members of the bar through- 
out the State it would be possible to cite cases bearing directly upon Issues 
in discussion, with citations from authorities that would materially aid 
them. This duty of the State to the legal profession is unquestioned, and 
until a work of this kind is undertaken, the Virginia State Library will not 
fulfill its mission as outlined in our policy of equal rights to all applying 
for library aid. 

STACK SPACE. 

Your attention was directed in the last report of this Library to the 
overcrowded condition of the book stack which existed at that time. Since 
then some five thousand volumes have been added to the collection, which 
increases in a large measure the difficulty of arranging, classifying and 
cataloguing the Library. Eight thousand books at present are piled on top 
of cases in the garrett of this building and on tables and the floors, and 
with the annual increase hereafter estimated at five thousand books for ten 
years, we will be wholly unable to do other than store all future accessions 
until additional shelf room is provided. This can be accon(iplished by 
putting in what is commonly known as a second deck in our book stack, 
which will increase the shelf mileage to two and a half miles all told, 
thereby providing for natural growth for a period of eight years. 
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It is urged that the attention of the Assembly, be drawn to this condition 
as soon after it convenes as possible, with the request that the sum of ten 
thousand dollars be set aside immediately for this purpose. Under ordinary 
circumstances it would require at least six months to complete this improve- 
ment, during which time twenty-five hundred books will have been added 
to this Library. This will increase the number already in a state of desue- 
tude to ten thousand five hundred. This matter is of vital importance, 
and the cataloguing of the Library cannot progress rapidly until the work is 
completed. 

CAT xuHf visa. 

Owing to the publication of the "Journals of the House of Burgesses of 
Virginia, 1773-1776," and the largely increased attendance in the reading 
room, cataloguing has not progressed as rapidly as it was contemplated. 
Twenty thousand cards will be in the dictionary catalogue by early 
spring, which will represent half of the entire collection in catalogue form. 
It is not the purpose of this Institution to publish a catalogue in dictionary 
form until large purchases of books on subjects not represented in the col- 
lection is made. A printed catalogue of the collection as it stands to-day 
would be of little service, and if such a publication were to be made the 
needs of the Library would be apparent on every page. The improvement 
of the collection in general cannot be effected without an appropriation for 
the purchase of books. This Library has lived from band to mouth since 
its formation in 1823 to date, receiving as a Library Fund, such money as 
is secured by the sale of documents, etc. Reports monthly since November, 
1903, indicate sales ranging from thirty dollars up, and the uncertainty of 
such a financial system is not destined to create any degree of certainty 
concerning our income and the expenditure thereof. There should be an 
annual appropriation for the purchase of books and the general improvement 
of the Library. Five thousand dollars annually, expended in books alone, 
would be required for ten years before the Library of this State will take 
its stand with the leading State Libraries of the Country. At present Vir- 
ginia's rating in Jthis respect is far below par. Our condition indicates 
mismanagement, due in a large measure to the want of funds which cannot 
continue and the Institution prosper at the same time, and immediate steps 
must be taken to bring about satisfactory results. 

JOURNALS OF THE HOUSE OF BURGESSES. 

Acting under instructions received from each member of the Library 
Board the Journals of the House of Burgesses, 1773-1776, were edited and 
placed upon the market in July of this year. The purpose of the State as 
represented to the historical world in the publication of this volume, outlines 
the completion of the entire series In approximately fifteen volumes. There 
is little reason to believe but that an unbroken line back to 1680 can be 
secured, which would give the complete history of this legislative body for 
ninety-six years. No attempt has been made to locate any Journals be- 
fore that date, but it is reasonable to expect they will be found at least 
in part with those already located in the London Record Office. 

The initial publication of this series cost the State, approximately four- 
teen hundred dollars, and will have paid for Itself within twelve months 
succeeding its advent upon the market. This is greater progress than could 
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have been reasonably expected, and is accepted as an indication that the 
work as a whole is greatly desired. In event of your decision to continue 
the publication of this series, it will be necessary to make a very careful 
search in the leading historical libraries of this Country for historical data 
bearing directly upon administrative proceedings of the period covered by 
each volume. This will require time and some expense to effect, and if the 
project is favorably considered should be undertaken at once. 

Under conditions conducive to good results, two volumes of the Journals 
can be published annually hereafter, which would complete the series to 
1680 in five years. 

The next period to be covered in this work extends from 1766 to 1772 
inclusive, and would contain material recently unearthed in the London 
Record Office for the missing sessions of 1766-7-8. These Journals were lo- 
cated by B. F. Stevens and Brown, in what is known as the Board of Trade 
Papers of North Carolina, and under direction of the Board copies are 
now being made by that firm. 

In submitting this statement concerning the Journals of the Burgesses, 
it is represented that in order to facilitate this work, a certain section of 
our manuscript fund be set aside to defray the expenses attending the com- 
pilation and publication of succeeding volumes. The work may be looked 
upon as a paying venture, though its consideration from that standpoint 
could not be entertained and satisfactory results accomplished. As above 
represented, this work can be completed within a, reasonable time, and a 
record of Virginia's colonial legislative body perpetuated. With this pur- 
pose in view the first volume was produced to ascertain the merit of such 
a publication, and as approved to-day by the literary world, denotes an in- 
terest which justifies its continuance.

I have the honor to report as Chief of the Serials Division, for the ten 
months ending October 1st, 1905. 

In December, 1904, the room previously used as the Law Library was 
turned over to the State Library Board by the Court of Appeals of Virginia. 
Immediate steps were then taken to renovate and paint this' room, prepara- 
tory to receiving collections of Manuscripts and Periodicals. 

Eight large cases, holding approximately five thousand volumes, have 
already been placed in this department, and all periodicals have been ar- 
ranged alphabetically under title. 

The following statement of the magazines served to readers is as near 
accurate as I have been able to make it with the inadequate force in the 
Reading Room:

Upon reference to the report of the State Library for 1904, it will be 
noted that 1,851 periodicals were served during that year. 

The number of periodicals served during the past year represents an 
increase of over six hundred per cent This is accounted for by the fact that 
this class of literature has been brought into use to serve the needs of 
readers applying for material bearing on subjects not treated by books in 
this library. 

A shelf list has been made of all periodicals in this library, as has 
also a want list. 

The unbound and incomplete sets of magazines have been collected, col- 
lated, wrapped and labeled, with the missing numbers needed to complete 
these sets noted. 

Attention is drawn to the large number of periodicals served to the 
various educational institutions throughout the State. Through the chan- 
nels of the inter-library loan, this department is enabled to extend consid- 
erable aid to students throughout the State who require such assistance in 
the preparation of their studies, particularly those arising from issues 
discussed in joint debate. 

This work in itself is a sufficient guarantee of the usefulness of this 
branch of our work, and it is recommended that this collection be supple- 
mented from time to time by leading periodicals, especially those listed in 
Poole's index and other finding lists of the day. There should be at least 
one library in Virginia containing magazine material, and, as this library 
is accessible to any one, this is unquestionably the proper place for a col- 
lection of this kind. 

The Serials Division aims to be a Department where any student in the 
State may find a ready reference to such questions as are usually answered 
by departments of this character. The foundation of this aspiration has 
been well laid, and it is only necessary to continue our systematic collection, 
arrangement and management of the periodical literature to bring about 
this result. 

It is respectfully submitted that immediate steps be taken to furnish 
more shelf space in this department. At least five thousand bound volumes 
of periodicals will have to be added before our collection will supply the 
needs of our people. 

In order to properly house the books as they are received, it is most 
essential that an additional space be provided, and unless some action is 
taken along this line, the books, cannot be so arranged as to be readily ac- 
cessible. 

The question of binding is one of great importance to this collection. 
The accessions annually for this department alone aggregate five hundred 
volumes at present, and a conservative number of accessions during the 
present year can be placed at two thousand. The fund, therefore, for bind- 
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ing this literature is very essential. $357.14 has been expended in binding 
from November 1903, to January 1st, 1904. During the present year $314^.13 
has been added to this amount, making a grand total of $G71.27, spent for 
the binding of periodicals since Novetnber 1st, 1903. 

The following list of gifts to the Serials Division, is noted and most 
gratefully acknowledged : 

(1) The Southern Workman, 10 volumes of back numbers dating from 
1894, and to date, given by the Hampton Institute. 

(2) A complete set of the very valuable nature study leaflets, for teachers 
and children, issued by the Hampton Institute, and extending from 1901 
to date. 

(3) Five complete volumes and 10, more or less, incomplete of the Bank- 
ers' Magazine, donated by the Library of Congress, and dating from 
1896 to 1901. 

(4) The flle for 1904 of the Hora Jocunda, a magazine in Braille type for 
the blind, donated by Miss Margaret Quee. 

( 5 ) A large supply of loose magazines unassorted, and containing a few 
volumes which helped to complete our broken sets and a larger number 
of single numbers, donated by the Virginia Historical Society and 
the Rosemary Library. 

(6) The Journal of Commerce for 1904, and to date.

It will be seen from the above table that 13,065 readers were in at- 
tendance at night during the past year, which may be considered an ex- 
cellent reason for the continuation of this service to the public. 

During 1904, 35,152 books were served upon application, which repre- 
sented a daily average of 114. Prom the following table it will be seen 
that 73,118 books were served during the past year, which is a daily average 
of 236. This represents an increase of more than one hundred per cent:

A comparative illustration of the classes of books furnished readers 
during the year ended October 31st, 1905, places periodicals, reference books, 
histories and belles lettres served to the public in the order named. This 
is particularly gratifying and denotes an interest in study that may be 
considered very unusual. Only 8,600 volumes of fiction were served, which 
represents a fraction over eleven per cent of the total number served to 
readers upon application:

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In the Department of Circulation, fiction is the • dominant class. This 
is accounted for, however, by the fact that the circulation of all other classes 
is in a measure restricted. The State Library is distinctly a reference col- 
lection, and modern fiction should not be purchased regularly. It is there- 
fore recommended, that aside from the standard literature of the day, no 
purchases should be made in this line. 

The following table based upon statistics furnished by that depart- 
ment is herewith given:

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CLERICAL AID AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The creation of the Division of Serials, and the Department of Archives 
and History necessitates the selection of a trained assistant to take charge 
of this work in each instance. The record of work done in these Departments 
warrants action of this kind, and in order that the most competent help 
can be secured, a salary of $1,200 should be appropriated by the coming 
Assembly as the salary for the Chief in each Division. It would be use- 
less to think of making an appropriation for the head of any Division In 
this Library, unless the person to fill the oflftce is thoroughly qualified to do 
the work. The proper management of each Department cannot be efiFected 
unless trained help can be secured, and I recommend the abolition of both 
the Departments of Archives and History, and the Division of Serials, 
unless this idea is carried into effect. 

The needs of this Library in other respects are likewise apparent. The 
work devolving upon the Librarian, aside from the Reading Room duties, re- 
quire every moment at his command, and it is represented that a Chief of 
the Reading Room Division, at a salary of $1,200, be appointed. The work of 
the Assistant Librarian is varied and arduous, and in the absence of the Li- 
brarian is entirely taken up in handling the correspondence of the Library, 
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the Class in Library Science, etc. The salary in this instance should be 
$1,800 instead of $1,200, in order to give him a proper rating among officials 
of this class in other Libraries. 

The crowded condition of the Library demands that some action be taken 
immediately to secure additional shelf space. It is recommended that a 
second deck, at a cost of $10,500 be constructed, which would afford twice 
the shelf space now existing in the bookstack. 

The appropriation of $5,000 for the installation of the Traveling Li- 
brary System, whereby each county may be benefited, and the system main- 
tained, is represented as most essential to the progress of this Institution. 
$2,500 annually, thereafter will maintain this Division of the Library, and 
in time give Virginia a Traveling Library System equal in essential respects 
to that in any other State in the Union. There should also be a Library 
B\ind of $5,000 annually for the purchase of books and general improve- 
ment of the Institution. Since the formation of the Library in 1823 there 
has been no appropriation of this kind made, though other Departments of 
the Government received them annually. This condition cannot longer ex- 
ist, and general progress be maintained. The following tabulated statement 
showing the appropriations required is arranged to cover the two years in- 
tervening between the coming Assembly and its successor:

Personal appeals 
made to various Confederate Camps, resulted in a large number of Original 
Rolls being secured, which have since been forwarded to Washington, copied, 
and returned.

Upon authority of the Military Secretary of the United States, it is 
ascertained that the Record of Virginia Troops will be greater than that 
of any other Southern State, and it is estimated that it will represent 
in the neighborhood of 60% of the total enlistment of Virginians from 
'61-65. This, however, is an uncertainty, and at best the publication by the 
United States of such Confederate Records as are now being received from 
the various States, will be incomplete. Recognizing this feature as unsatis- 
factory, and in no sense a thorough Roster, it is the duty of the State to 
continue the work performed by its Military Secretary, and to secure such 
evidence as would be perfectly satisfactory in any Court of Justice, though 
not acceptable for publications by the United States Government I refer 
particularly to sworn statements of service, and such other evidence as 
is now being termed by the United States Government as secondary, there- 
fore not coming within the bounds prescribed by said Government In 
seeking the co-operation of various States in the compilation of this Record. 

Virginia has been wofully neglectful of the Military service of its 
constituents since the formation of the State. We have no record of our 
soldiers in the Revolution. There is, however, on file in this office a list 
of claims for land and accompanying papers, which indicate Military 
Service of a certain portion of Virginian's enlistment at that time. These 
records however are incomplete, and in no sense indicate the total enlist- 
ment. 

The Records of the War of 1812-14 have been published in detailed form, 
though very unsatisfactory from the standpoint of ready reference. 

The Virginia Troops enlisted in the Mexican War have yet to be recorded 
by Virginia, though a Record of this and other Wars could be readily com- 
piled from papers in the War Department at Washington. 

These examples should very clearly determine the position of Virginia 
towards its sons in the War between the States. Immediate action is all 
that is necessary to compile a first-class Record of these soldiers, though it 
will require considerable time and money to effect this result. Evidence is 
procurable today that cannot be secured twelve months hence. Statements 
of living participants in that War are therefore of the greatest possible 
moment, and immediate steps to secure them should be taken before it 
is too late. With the publication of the United States a^ a nucleus for a 
work of this kind, used in conjunction with such secondary evidence as 
would be acceptable to the State, a most creditable publication could be 
made. Other States of the union publish from time to time histories of 
their various regiments, going into detail in a most elaborate way, and if 
no action is taken by Virginia along similar lines it will not be long before 
a project of that kind would become impracticable. It is therefore the 
duty of the State to proceed at once to undertake this work, and in order 
to create satisfactory results, Virginia should spare no expense in making 
a tribute worthy of her Sons in the Confederacy. 
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APPRENTICE CLASS. 

The results accomplished by the Apprentice Class for the past year are 
most gratifying. During the present year lectures on the use of Reference 
Books, Cataloguing, etc., will be given regularly to the class, and the scope 
of study outlined for them will be greater than that during the preceding 
year. Classification, cataloguing and general instructions in the manage- 
ment of libraries will constitute the main work during the year.

Attention is directed to the necessity for the enlargement of our Li- 
brary School with the suggestion that a capable Instructor be secured, whose 
duties will commence with the Fall term of 1906. This can be done at an 
expense to the State of not exceeding $1,000. 

When it is recognized that free instruction in library science is given 
by the State to all persons meeting entrance requirements, as outlined by 
the State Library Board, it will be seen that an expenditure of the above 
mentioned amount will be comparatively small compared with the benefits 
extended Virginia students in this study. 

The class number during the present year is limited to ten, but under 
the conditions suggested above, that number can be increased to twenty, 
which will give the State annually, after the third year, a sufficient number 
of trained librarians to meet the demand of libraries for this class of 
expert aid.

MANUSCRIPT FUND. 

All expenditures of this Library that are directly chargeable to the 
Manuscript Fund have been paid out of the Library Fund from July 1, 
1903 to date. This leaves the twenty-eight registered bonds constituting 
the Manuscript Fund intact. 

As will be seen on page 28 of the First Annual Report of this Library, 
the Manuscript Fund was indebted to the Library Fund to the amount 
of $987.66, same being the amount of indebtedness in full after dteducting 
$417.00 interest accruing from July 1, 1903, to July 1, 1904. It will be 
seen from the statement concerning the Library Fund, made by the Secretary 
of Commonwealth on July 1, 1903, that $759.00 interest on bonds, now form- 
ing the Manuscript Fund, was paid into the Library Fund at that time. 
This would leave a balance due the Library Fund by the Manuscript Fund 
on November 1, 1904, amounting to $228.66. 
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The expense directly chargeable to the Manuscript Fund since that 
time amounts to $1,710.92, making a total indebtedness to date of $1,939.58. 
The expenditures during the past twelve months, that are now charged 
to the Manuscript Fund as having been paid out of the Library Fund are 
as follows:
